Refundable tax hike possible 


W A SH IN G T O N 
( U P I ) 
President 
Nixon 
is 
considering 
asking Congress for a temporary tax 
increase of up to 10 per cent 
—refundable later —as a tool to 
fight inflation, the White House said 
today. 


Melvin R. Laird, Nixon’s chief 
domestic adviser, said a tax boost 
was 
one 
of 
two 
proposals 
recommended to the President by 
Arthur F. Bums, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, to deal with 
inflation. 
The 
other 
proposal 
concerns a variable text credit of 4 
to 15 percent. 


Burns told Congress Wednesday 
that he had discussed the tax 
matters with Nixon at a meeting 
Tuesday and that the President 
indicated “ considerable sympathy.’’ 
Laird stressed that no decision 
had been reached but added, “ These 


particular 
economic 
tools 
are 
important and they ar being given 
consideration by the President.’’ 
Laird, speaking with reporters at 
the White House, said Nixon had 
ordered the Treasury Department, 
his budget analysts and the White 
House Domestic Council to make 
detailed studies and to report back 
to him at an unspecified date. 
Congress might not be able to act 
on such legislation this year, he 
said, but “ there is no reason the 
President of the United States 
should not be considering these new 
ideas and perhaps even be proposing 
them.’’ 


The deferred tax would have the 
effect of removing income from the 
economy during inflationary periods 
and returning it, for example, three 
or four years later when it would not 
have an adverse impact, Laird said. 


He said the tool, never before used 
in the United States but in use in 
some European countries, would 
affect both corporate and individual 
income taxes. He said the rate under 
discussion was 10 per cent of the 
normal tax. 
This means if the 10 per cent 
deferred tax were adopted, persons 
who now pay 20 per cent of their 
income in taxes would pay an 
additional 10 per cent of that rate, or 
a total of 22 percent. 
Burns disclosed Nixon’s interest 
in a tax rise during testimony before 
the House Banking Committee. 
The pipe-smoking economist said 
inflation cannot be controlled solely 
through the tight-money policies the

A total of 6,784 patients were 
treated in the emergency room last 
year, but the physicians who were

for treatment. 
In other action the board approved 
a contract with Stewart and Stewart 
consultants, for managerial and 
supervisorial operation of a joint 
food service for the hospital and the 
new convalescent hospital to be 
built on Walnut Avenue. 


Among the tax increases Burns 
mentioned in his testimony, and 
presumably to Nixon, were:

Burns, talking to reporters, did 
not predict Nixon would propose 
either of these tax devices. But he 
said he “ would not be surprised’’ if 
Nixon did. 
On Monday, Nixon sent a new 
“ State of the Union’’ message to 
Congress saying the administration 
remained 
opposed 
to

increase. Last week, at a news 
conference, Nixon expressed doubt 
that 
Congress 
was 
capable 
of 
passing a “ responsible” tax bill in 
time to have an effect against 
inflation. 
Rep. Margaret M. Heckler, R- 
Mass., said her constituents would 
not happily accept a tax increase to 
fight inflation. “ It is simply not 
politically

people,” she said.

Lompoc as its city attorney until a successor is appointed 
He agreed to commence filling the position in Thousand Oaks on a part- 
time basis and stated that he would spend half a week in Thousand Oaks and 
half a week in Lompoc. He said it was his intention to attend at least one 
Planning Commission and one Council meeting per month and attempt to 
arrange the agenda in such a manner that attorney matters are on the 
agenda of the meetings he attends.

27 and pension benefits for her

The grand jury report, which 


called for an assistant county clerk 
to handle court matters, also called 
for modernization of the county 
clerk's office filing system and 
action to provide more security for 
the files. 
When asked to comment on this 
situation, a spokesman in Lewis’ 
office said that Lewis was turned 
down by the county supervisors 
when he sought funding for the 
purpose of modernizing the system.

About 20 Lompoc Senior citizens took an eager gander 
last night at freshly unrolled plans for a slope-roofed, glass 
and masonry exterior senior citizens facility, embowered 
by pines and other trees and conceived to occupy the 
southeast corner of Ryon Park 


The plans, presented by Santa Barbara Architect Richard 
Taylor at last night's Parks and Recreation Commission 
meeting, came at a cost of $2.500 to the city and detailed a 
structure which, at present rates, would cost $151.000 to 
build 
Whether or not it will be built is now up to the City 
Council, on the Commission's recommendation No dollar 
committment has been made by the council to actually 
construct it And. with construction prices climbing at a 
current 
40 per cent yearly, 
according 
to Taylor, 
procrastination will be dear. 
The architect s renderings depict a 2,300 square-foot 
structure whose sloping roof peaks over a 25 by 40 foot main 
hall which can accommodate up to 280 seated people when 
folding partitions collapse to contribute the spaces of the 
adjacent billiard room and lounge. 
Outside, a lounging and game yard, guarded from winds 
and intrusion by pine trees and a masonry wall, would offer 
shuffleboard. horse shoe pits and a fast-draining croquet 
court. Smaller tree species would back up a primary pine 
tree windbreak on the yard's west side and ample room is 
left within the enclave for benches and spectators. 
A kitchen and storage area for chairs and banquet tables 
are included in the plans, as are terraces which extend 
from the interior spaces and a plan for restrooms which 
can be entered from the outside for other park users, even 
when the center is closed

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Poor school systems to get less 
U.S. denies 


involved 


WASHINGTON f!TMi 
The nation s better financed, 
big city and suburban school districts, will get more federal 
aid this year to educate needy children, while poorer, rural 
school systems will get less than last year because of new 
census data, the U. S Office of Education has disclosed 


Some rural school systems have had to make drastic 
reductions in their staffs for this tail Many had made their 
plans last spring when the new census information was not 
widely available and the level of federal aid loi this school 
year was undetermined 


Casey County, Kentucky, for example, had to dism iss 
physical education teachers, an art teacher, librarians and 
teacher aides because 1970 census data made available by 
the Office of Education in July reduced its federal aid lor 
needy children bv $122,000 


Allocations under Title I of the Klementary and 
Secondary Kducation Act. the largest federal aid package 
for schools, previously had been made on the basis of 1900 
census data But Congress ordered a change to 1970 data 
when it became available, in order to reflect population 
shifts during the 1960s 


As a result, big shifts in aid levels are occurring within 
states, although states generally are receiving about what 
they received last year, a Combined total of $1 4 billion 
compared with $1,3 billion 


In Georgia with a statewide allocation ot $.19 9 million 
this year, down $020,000 from last year Fulton ( ountv. 
including 
Atlanta schools, 
is up from 
$11,750,802 to 
$0,140,037, while rural Stewart County is down from $214,727 
to $95,354 


In Pennsylvania, with a slightly increased allocation of 
$07,113,702, Philadelphia Countv schools gained $7 million 
from $20 7 million last year, while rural Somerset County 
schools declined from $030,078 to $322,451 


Big city and suburban school systems like those in Bal 
timore. New Orleans and St Louis generally gain money 
under the new formula, but there are exceptions, like San 
Francisco County which loses $400,000 


Basically, the formula reflects the flight of low-mcome 
families during the last decade from rural to metropolitan 
areas But a rural area did not necessarily have to lose poor 
people to be hurt by the formula

Post foods' owner dies

One of Marjorie Mernweather 
Post's lifelong regrets was that she never got to take piano 
lessons because her father invented the player piano. 
Before she died Wednesday at age 86 Mrs Post had done 
more for music than she ever could have by learning to 
play. 
Mrs Post, a businesswoman, philanthropist and socialite 
who was one of the world’s richest women, had given 
millions of dollars to the National Symphony orchestra, and 
founded an outdoor concert stage in nearby Columbia. Md., 
in addition to her innumerable gifts to causes as diverse as 
the Salvat ion Army and the United States Government. 


She died of heart failure early Wednesday at Millwood, 
her 26-acre park estate here Condolences poured in from 
around the world, including a message from President 
Nixon to her family.

es mtrospectively. 


“ I run those sprints.“ he 
muses, “ and I keep thinking. 
What the hell am I doing 
here?’ ’’ 


This is the penalty for being 


a professional football player, 
which Jean is — as tight end 
for the Dallas Cowboys, one of 
the finest teams extant. How 
did it happen? 


“ I tried pro football," he 
traces back his hegira to last 
year, “ because I was 20 and 
curious and tired of school." 


He was also, this black 
graduate (Amherst '72), the 
youngest man in the National 
Football League Now in the 
fall of 73 he is definitely the 
youngest working regular in 
the pro game. And it's quite 
unbelievable on other counts 
because guys from Amherst 
don't ordinarily try pro foot­ 
ball — Jean was' the 338th 
man drafted, on the 13th 
round — and they don t want 
to. 


“ For most of last year, 
admits Jean, T hated to think 
I was a pro football player 


“ I think he made the club." 
says Mike Ditka. a pugnacious 


veteran who was also a tight 
end and is now Jean's receiv­ 
ing coach, 
because football 
wasn t the most important 
thing in his life and he was 
loose all the time He had no 
pressures." 


There was. however, strong 
motivational pride. Even at 6- 
3 and 220 pounds. Jean wasn t 
conditioned to the physical 
exigencies of pro ball. Tom 
Landry, the stern, aloof coach 
of the Cowboys, then defend­ 
ing 
Super 
Bowl 
champs, 
pushed him hard To the point 
of actual tears of exhaustion 
And Jean, running searing 
penalty laps after practice, 
would groan silently, semi- 
delirious. "He's not going to 
break me!" 


I knew, 
he remembers. 
“ I was going to make it. or 
die on the field " 


And he made it, as an un­ 
known rookie getting the bare 
minimum of $13,000. learning 


quickly because at Amherst 
there had never been spring 
practice and in the fall they 
worked out only three times a 
week, casually “ It took me 
two weeks." he says, “ to find 
out you had to hit somebody 
w ith your head to block." 


Blocking is an essential part 
of being a tight end. By the 
fourth game of the regular 
season he was already being 
used as an alternate regular, 
with Ditka. to carry plays 
from Landry to the quarter­ 
back He ran downfield on the 
special kick teams, the kami­ 
kaze units, and showed he was 
a hitter 
But Jean Fugett 
wasn't your obedient, awe- 
stricken rookie 


“ I told him (Landry) I 
could never make all-pro play­ 
ing every other play." he 
says. 


Now he is firmly stationed 
as the regular tight end of the 
Cowboys because Landry has 
temporarily abandoned his 
system of calling plays from 
the sidelines. "I know exactly 
what I'm doing," insists Jean, 
“ and what's expected of me. I 
really know I’m the best tight 
end on the team." 


He now has a new contract 
and a Mercedes and now he 
appreciates football as a 
worthwhile 
vocation 
with 
gratification and identifica­

“ If we don't make it to the 
Super Bowl this year,

Jean thinks this way be­ 
cause achievement is impor­ 
tant to him.

and mad because of it W hy don't the newspapers ask some 
of the good guys for quotes on Sid — players like John Had I? 


* I believe the newspapers have just blown the charges out 
of proportion.-' she complained 
Rut it’s what people want 
to read Now . Sid never gave out any drugs Those anabolic 
steroids — you have to have a prescription for those drugs 
And Sid can t write a prescription 


‘ Sid has alw ays been honest, 
she went on 
I t s his 
greatest forte. In fact. I've told him. if he has a fault, it s 
being so damned honest And now he's just forgetting the 
whole thing, and maybe the people will forget it too Unless 
you have a guilt complex, what good does it do to comment ’ 


But Esther Gillman wasn't shy about commenting on her 
husband s plight herself She is a loyal wife to a man with a 
single-minded devotion to football She has been through the 
wars, and Pete Rozelle's surprise probation is one of the 
lesser skirmishes she has faced 


" I think it s unfair.*’ she said with feeling 
We have nev­ 
er been on trial. I have no guilty conscience I can go out 
and meet my friends with my head held just as high as it 
was two days ago They are using Sid Gillman just to make 
a point And it s unjust 


"You know we love Pete ( Rozelle i; he's never done any­ 
thing for us that he wouldn't do for others But I think he 
was bugged by reporters because of the Lance Rentzel drug 
thing Sid and I have put two and two together and we think 
Pete was pressured into saying Sid was on probation too 
And when Sid heard about it. he said that after all. we are 
all on probation on this whole earth 


" I was surprised that Rentzel was suspended, though. 
Esther admitted "Sid had a boy on his team in San Diego 
with the same problem that Lance had. indecent exposure 
But Sid took the boy to a psychiatrist and got him well. And 
now they are accusing Sid of giving drugs to his boys This 
was a long time ago in San Diego, and it's all water over the

clothing were evidence of 
their patriotism 


Most homes had a small 
flax wheel and, as home pro 
duction 
of 
wool 
increased, 
many homes had room for the 
larger spinning wheel used for 
wool 
Alm ost every hamlet 
and town had professional 
weavers who wove the linen 
and wool into cloth 


Little girls were introduced 
to the a rt of weaving with a 
sm all lap loom 
On these 
looms could be woven tapes, 
shoe laces, belts, suspenders 


and hatbands, co lorful and 
patterned ribbons 


It was beraus«* of the scarc­ 
ity of wool that linsey-woolsey 
was invented With warp of 
linen and weft of wool linsey- 
woolsey was used for clothing 
and other household purposes 


German settlers in Pennsvl 
Vania are usually given credit 
for introducing their tradition 
al weaving patterns and the 
bright red and blue into the 
linsey-woolsey coverlets and 
curtains These coverlets with 
th e ir complex designs were 
practical and decorative and 
gained great popularity in the 
l«3th and early ll-th centuries 


Red and blue were the usual 
colors hut it is not uncommon 
to find patterns woven in pink 
green, yellow and brown 


In the early 18(X)s the weav­ 
er was an itinerant who went 
from town to town w ith his 
loom weaving threads of lin­ 
en and home dyed wool which 
housewives brought him 
A 
double woven spread might 
take 40 pounds of linen and a 
good weaver could only make 
one or two coverlets in a 
week 


Their looms were narrow 
and early coverlets were put 


Tristram proceeded to ruff 
his partner's good heart in or­ 
der to lead a diamond 
If T ristra m had not made

The California Highway Patrol will 
administer the program and most of the 
money will go to auto dismantlers for 
hailing the old cars to their yards and the 
rest will go for administrative costs.

Distractions 


It changes your perspective on a 
presidential trip, I find, if you are 
preparing for a burglary job when 
you get home. I was on the San 
Clemente trip last month and about 
the time Mr. Nixon was shoving Ron 
Ziegler in New Orleans I began 
hunting for my missing car keys.

as lost as

P resident’s mandate, and it m ade 
me rather sympathize with him He 
badly needed the crowd enthusiasm 
of a motorcade ride, but instead, the 
New Orleans authorities discovered 
a “ plot” and smuggled him in by 
back 
streets. 
T hat 
was 
like 
depriving a coffee drinker of his 
morning cup. All during the rest of 
the trip they were pursuing the 
unfurtunate ex-New Orleans cop, 
Edwin Gaudet, into the New Mexico 
mountains, before deciding that it 
was a case of mistaken identity. 
Poor guy, he thought the entire 
arm y was after him. As for Mr. 
Nixon the tormenting press corps 
was after him as he entered the 
back door of the convention hall and 
quite naturally he blew his stack. 
That, of course, made a bigger 
headline than the speech. 
The speech was interesting too, I 
thought. Politically, he was trying to 
rebuild his old coalition by assailing 
dissenters — his “ usual critics,” he 
called them — who wanted us to 
“ bug out“ 
in 
Asia; 
they 
were 
misinformed — or worse. In spite of 
them, he had won peace with honor. 
He then outlined a rather scary part 
for America: the US, he said, m ust 
play “ the m ajor role” in the world 
“ because there is no one else to play 
it.' He said “ the hope of the world 
for peace ... rests in America. ’ This 
is our destiny, he said, and “ I hope 
and I pray that America can be 
worthy of it.” 
The 
veterans 
cheered, 
and 
I 
slapped my key pocket. 
My car, 
a 1967 
Ford Falcon 
(brown), was parked somewhere at 
the Andrews Air Force base outside 
Washington — not at the regular 
visitors’ car lot (which was filled 
b e c a u s e 
of 
th e 
P r e s i d e n t ’s 
departure), but over somewhere at 
a second lot which I found at the last 
minute. 
I got my mind off my keys at the 
P r e s i d e n t ' s 
o u t d o o r 
p r e s s 
conference, 
August 
22, 
at 
San 
Clemente. People don't realize that 
when the press datelines a story 
“ San Clem ente“ they are really 
writing from where they live, 15 
miles away, and this is true also at 
the “ Florida White House” and “ the 
Camp David White House.” But the 
bombinating President likes to visit 
the places which he has personally 
purchased 
(with 
generous 
loan^ 
from Rebozo and Abplanalp). The 
government has spent $10 million 
making these hideaways snug and 
secure, 
with 
landscaping, 
and 
electronic sensors in the shrubbery, 
and an ice-making machine for the 
Secret Service men. After all, the 
presidential life-style has to 
be 
supported for a leader who rejects 
Senate subpoenas and court orders. 


I thought the President did all 
right at his famous outdoor press 
conference. It was unfair to him 
that they had planted him out in the 
burning 
sun 
which 
emphasized 
every wan line of his face. Also he 
didn’t really answer substantively, 
most of the questions. They were as 
tough as I have ever heard put to an 
American President. 


But where Mr. Nixon scored, I 
thought, was that he kept hold ot 
himself, 
and 
did 
a 
little 
more 
polarizing 
against 
critics 
(the 
people 
who 
a re 
“ exploiting“ 
Watergate, he said.) The pattern is 
apt to be repeated. He registered 
eagerness to reply to questions and 
em phasized 
his 
new 
role 
as 


underdog. 
(You could feel right- 
thinking 
listeners 
all 
over 
the 
country asking who the hell the 
press thinks it is, hounding the 
President like th a t!) 


Bob Mazy runs the Texaco station 
at 1800 South Coast Highway, and 
when I asked him he demonstrated 
how easy it is to enter a Ford Falcon 
(brown) 
without keys. Maybe I 
could get some FBI man to help 
me?, he suggested. I said 1 thought 
that would be tactless. 


So when the presidential planes 
were leaving the El Toro Marine 
Corps base for Washington, and the 
President 
waved 
to 
a 
knot 
of 
spectators and Mrs. Nixon waved, 
and Tricia smiled demurely, like 
Alice in Wonderland, I had my 
burglar's kit in my briefcase. A 
s c r e w d r i v e r 
and 
a 
m e t a l 
coathanger. Others in the plane 
were looking down at the purple 
mountain 
majesties, 
but 
I 
was 
untwisting 
my 
coathanger 
and 
putting a hook at the end. 


So now it is 2 a m. and I am back 
at Andrews. I can’t find my car. 
“ Oh,” 
say 
the Security 
Police, 
“ sorry, we had to re-surface that 
second lot. We towed the cars away, 
but 
it 
is 
p r o b a b l y 
a r o u n d 
somewhere, or stolen. " 
I felt a wave of sympathy for our 
harrassed President. Let’s face it, 
he has problems, too. My problem 
was that I had lost my car, and my 
parking lot, and if I found either, I 
had lost the keys. Besides that, 
could I break and enter? I felt as 
guilty as Edwin M. Gaudet. 
. .. Well, folks, if you are still with 
me, when I found the car I attacked 
it with the coathanger wire, and it 
went 
through 
the 
door-window 
rubber like a charm, and the loop at 
the end lifted the thumb lock like a 
fishhook, and there were the spare 
keys in the glove compartment! I 
was ashamed of myself that I had 
worried so much. Why, it was as 
easy 
as 
entering 
the 
office 
of 
Ellsberg's psychiatrist.

Space facility study 


The suggestion of school trustee 
Gail Steiger Tuesday for a massive 
study of the space-finance equation 
came like a breath of fresh air into 
the 
sometimes 
stuffy 
halls 
of 
academy 
She proposed a fullscale four to 
six 
month 
study 
of 
classroom 
utilitzation. of the money which is 
available 
and 
the 
educational 
program needs. She cited the need 
to resolve the question of where to 
house 
th e 
d i s t r i c t ’s 
Ma p l e 
Continuation High School, what to 
do about proposals for a hot lunch 
program, 
how 
to 
assess 
the 
sometime 
proposals 
for 
flexible 
scheduling of classes. 


This comes in the 
face 
of 
declining 
enrollment and the 
r esulting 
e mpt y 
classrooms and as a 
broad approach to 
the proposal for a 
study of the all-year 
school concept. 
Enrollment at 11,551 a week ago is 
at the level of 1963. according to 
Supt. Glen Wegner. A couple of 
years ago Wegner proposed the 
closing of two schools, but the 
school board had other ideas. 
Maple High School is housed in an 
old building on Floradale Avenue on 
a tem porary basis, because school 
officials have been told the building 
does not meet the requirements of 
state law specifically the Field Act. 
A proposal to move the high school 
to a site at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base this year was aborted because 
of ciritcism from various sources. 
It was noted at the time the move 
to the Base was rejected that an 
alternative site would have to be 
found eventually. 
Flexible scheduling or modular 
scheduling has been proposed in 
various quarters for years. Santa 
Ynez High School has used it with 
success 
Basically it refers to a 
program in which the length of a 
class is varied to meet the needs of 
curricula or some other need, in 
contrast to the present system of 
having all classes the same length, 
timewise. 
Mrs. 
Steiger 
also 
mentioned 
briefly the possibility of making 
some 
of 
the 
district’s 
empty 
classrooms available for use by 
Allan Hancock College in a kind of 
Lompoc campus 
This too has been bruited about for 


years. It comes in sharp contrast tc 
the stereotyped view that Hancock 
could not develop a Lompoc campus 
unless the college had $12 million tc 
work with. 
That's where the m atter sits. Mrs 
Steiger will develop a little more 
detail on her idea and get together 
with 
Wegner for administration 
input. 
Trustee Richard K. Jacoby for one 
is obviously prepared to see that the 
effort does not get shelved before 
some meaningful action is taken by 
the board. 
Tuesday he said he 
wanted to be sure that they didn’t do 
a lot of work on the study and then 
have nothing come of it. It is not at 
all certain, but he may have had in 
mind the fate of a lengthy study on 
the personnel unit concept that was 
embraced so warmly at the outset 
and which was burshed off with a 
few’ words as the board, before he 
and Mrs. Steiger were elected, sent 
it back to the superintendent. 
In all fairness some aspects of the 
concept will be used this sem ester 
for the first time. Under the concept 
the faculty of a school decide by 
vote how to spend the money pro­ 
rated for their particular school.
